On Tuesday nixzht we went to see Mari 
etta Nash in ‘rhe Strategists,’ and they did very bad 
business here. She looked awfully old fashioned, and 
dressed very badly and behind thetimes. You know 
there is such elegant dressing on the stage in these 
days. On Wednesday we went to see Edwin Thorne in 
“The Three Guardsman; play fair: house terrible. 
Thorne busted up here. On Thursday we went to hear 
“‘Maritana,” sung at the Tivoli. Harry de Lorme sang 
Don Cesar, and sang it magnificently. and William 
Hamilton sang the Duke great, but Heaven, oh, Heaven, 
you should have seen the Maritana! a Miss Mary 
Hagan, an amateur and a pupil of a great teacher. who 
thinks she will be a second Patti. Well, Rosen, she 
was a sight to behold. She had her poor hair 
acrambiled on her head so she looked like a Zulu, and 
they gured the life out of her. On Friday night we 
went to see Henry Lee at the Alcazar, supported by the 
stock company; and whata magnificent actor he is, 
and why isn’t hea success? On Friday night we went 
to the Chinese theatre. Well, Rosen, the costumes 
which the actors wore would net enongh money to buy 
all the fellows around the Bijou drinks. On Sunday 
night we opened, and in a box were Herbert Kelcey, 
Henry Miller, Nelson Wheatcroft, Grace Henderson, 
Mr. and Mrs. Walcot, and Mrs. Whiffen. and Lemoyne, 
and I think Lonise Dillon, and they were so nice :nd 
fri -ndly and applauded everything. Ed Harrigan, and 
Mart Hanley, and Lewis Morrison came on subee- 
quent nig!ts to see us in ‘The Twelve Temptations.’ 
and Joe Murphy came, 
too. But Joe Murphy 
was an exception. He 
put on airs during the 
_performance, and sat 
like a sphinx in the boxe 
and t ‘ought himself as 
big as Booth, and didn’t 
appland. And when he 
was gone we all felt bet- 
ter. The restaurants are 
vreat here in ’Frisco 
and cheap. Yon can 
get a good Bohemian 
dinner for a quarter.

JOLLY THEODORE L. MUMFORD.

On page 4 of this issue will be found an excellent 
portrait of Theodore L. Mumford, one of the foremost 
citizens of Carbon Co., Pa., and the proprietor of the 
world-famed Switchback, in Mauch Chunk, - “the 
Switzerland of America.” Mr. Mumford isa self-made 
man in all that the term implies. He was born in 
Cooperstown, Otsego county, N. Y., on May 24, 1831, 
and began manhood's life as a locomotive fireman, 
climbing the ladder step by step until he reached his 
present enviable position in the railroad world. Mr. 
Mumford was at one time engaged in building the 
South American railroads which were the inception of 
the fecund brain of Henry Meiggs, the famouse ‘Rail- 
road King.” and was Meigys’ fidus Achates and adviser. 
In 1879 he leased the Switchback, the most novel 
and best patronized pleasure road in the world.

The excitement caused by the big bittle between 
John L. Sullivan and Jake Kilrain is gradually subsid- 
ing, and the members of the sporting fraternity are 
beginning to look elsewhere for the excitement they 
exist upon. 

Both of the famed pugilists arrived in this city dur- 
ing the past week, atter having tramped and clandes- 
tinesy rode through the country in disguise in their 
successful efforts to elude the Hawkshaws who were, 
or were alleged to be, on their respectivé paths. 

Jake at once started for his homein Baltimore, and 
John L., up to the time of the present writing, is busi- 
ly engaged in having a good, though secretive, time 
with his friends in this city. having postponed his de- 
parture for his homein Boston. Most of his time has 
been spent in dodging detectives, who are, or asserted 
they were, anxious to shake him by the hand. 

The fight, with all its surroundings, was one of the 
most orderly on record. 

It is surprising to think that nearly 2,000 persons 
who represented the best and roughest element of this 
country should gather round a prize ring and yet 
there be no fighting or even a blow struck between the 
Kilrain and Sullivan factions. 

One of the strong supporters of Jake Kilrain at the 
Crescent City was Dave Hennessey, the genglemanly 
and determined chief of police. who mgde strennous 
efforts and ample arrangements to tat Kilrain 
should receive fair play at the ring side and should be 
allowed to win if he could do so. Chief Hennessey 
engaged a special car, and with his club, the Red 
Lights, the most popular organization in New Orleans, 
went to the mill. The Red Light Club has fifteen 
members, all personal friends of the chief, and no

one outside the fifteen members can join the club if 
they-paid millions for an inducement. 

Hennessey had the Red Lights stationed near Sul- 
livan’s corner, ready ata signal from their leader to 
offeet any demonstration, and determined there should 
be fair play. Who knows that this precaution was not 
the cause of the peaceful ending of the affair? 

Bud Renaud, the general manager of the battle, is 
now the leading man at New Orleans. He brought off 
the fight satisfactorily, and he advertised it freely with 
posters and circulars, which were mailed to all parts 
of the world. He worked hard and displayed great ex- 
ecutive ability, and he etood at the ring with belt and 
revolvers, determined to see fair play. 

Renaud's management of the fight was most sucoess- 
ful for the puzgilists, their backers, the Queen and 
Creacent Railroad system, the sports, and, in fact, 
everybody but newspaper men outside of New Orleans. 
He would not diaclose the battle ground to the tele- 
graph people, claiming that the anthorities would be 
speedily cognizant of it if the telegraph company was 
permitted to string wires. 

Regarding newspaper tickets to the inner ring, Mr. 
Renaud proved himself a diplomat. There were 
400 applications, most of them being from small parish 
sheets, but the solid leading dailies of the country were 
represcated, too, by one, two, and, in some cases, three 


and four men. Mr. Renaud originally intended to have 
seating accommodation for 100 correspondents, but the 
Sullivan party demurred, saying that the fizht was not 
for the benefit of the newspapers or the Western Union

royal air about him. He seemed to say, ‘I am the 
master.’ Early in the fight all said he could not be 
beaten, and the beat Kilrain’s friends could hope for 








Telegraph Company. and that the number of press 
seats must be reduced to thirty. ‘The astute Mr. 
Renaud took his dea: ily b.ue pencil. and when he got 
throngh with that sheet it looked as though lightning 
had struck it. The New Orleans and surrounding 
parish papers received thirteen of the thirty places at 
the ring side, and the rest were spread out as best they 
could. Each of the prominent dailies received one 
ticket, and in cases such as the Sun and the Evening 
Sun Mr. Renaud reached the conclusion that one ticket 
only would be given out. The World wanted three 
and they gotone. The Sun received two, but it wasn’t 
through any courtesy on Mr. Renau@’s part. As usual, 
a lot of interlopers crept into the press seats and re- 
fused to budge, although some of them interfered

greatly with those who were at’ work. There were 
others, though, who were invaluable in many ways, 
such as keeping the time of the rounds and repointing 
lead pencils. 

Mr. Renaud had a very thankless position, and he 
must be congratulated upon the very‘able manner in 
which he carried out all his plans. 


There still is a doubt as to who is the better man of 
the two. each side having its adherents. The opinions 
of a few well-known sporting men may be of interest 
in this connection. 
A. H. Spink, the editor of the Sporting New, St. 
Louis, attended the Sullivan and Kilrain fight, and re- 
ported it for his paper in person. He was wrapped up 
in Kilrain, and he writes thus: 
“Before sizing up the fight and the work done by the 
two men itis only fair to state that neither were in 
condition. Sullivan was too fat, and as the fizht pro- 
gressed he grew very weak. So weak that had Kilrain 
been able to stand on his fect and keep away from him 
he would before a hundred rounds were fought have 
been willing to call it a draw. In the seventeenth round 
Sullivan looked badly used up. His two hands were 
swollen fully twice their natural size. His left hand 
was ao badly injured that he coulda not close it, nor 
could he use it to any advantage whatever. There was 
a deep scratch down the left side of his face and his 
left eye was nearly closed. His left ear was swollen 
three times its natural size and his body was marked 
jhere and there with welts received from Kilrain’s fists. 
iThe Baltimore lad, strange to say, showed eacarcely 
-any signs of punishment about the face. Indeed, when 
‘looking at Sullivan’s fists one wondered how he had 
bruised them so badly. The fact was that he had used 
them up in battering Kilrain over the head and on the 
back and side of the neck. But while Kilrain’s face 
was almost free from injury, his body presented a 
fearful appearance. His trunks had fallen so low that 
he almost exposed his private parts, and ‘his stomach 
from the pit down was painted a deep crimson by the 
blows which Sullivan had rained upon it. This fight 
told the whole story of Sullivan’s draw with Mitchell. 
Had Kilrain been able to stay a little longer Sullivan 
would have gladly consented to adraw, for the pun- 
ishment he was receiving at the hands of the weather 
alone was something terrible. In the center of and 
about the ring the sun shone so fiercely that it baked 
the pugilists and roasted the spec‘ators, It would 
have roasted the pugilists, too, but that their bodies 
and heads were kept soaked with ice water. The ther- 
mometer where the two fought registered 120. While 
Sullivan was too fat, Kilrain was too lean. He had been 
trained far too fine. Besides that, when he entered the 
Ting he wasasick man. Upon his groine were three 
boils, the existence of which no one before the fight 
was aware of with the exception of Mitchell. 
“Kilrain’s staying qualities are remarkable. 


He 
takes punishment as thongh he liked it. As a boxer. 
heis sclever with his left as with his right, and, as a 


wrestler, he is by no means a novice. All through the 
battle Snilivan appeared confident, and there was a

He went 
into Hilrain’s corner to act as second with his Deroy 
hatumnd ordinary clothes on. As hot as it was, and as 
important as the fight was, he did not take off his coat 
once. Mike Donovan had bis coat off and had his 
sieeves tucked up, and wore acap Which he got espe- 
cially for the occasion. 

*‘Mitchell’s conduct in the ring was just as peculiar 
as the way in which he trained Kilrain. Mike Donovan 
is awfully sore.on Mitchell.

The North of London match, in which the Massachusetts rifle 
team was to compete, hus been abandoned, the beaten clubs ob- 
Jocting to the new conditions imposed on the contestants.

The Former Knocked the Latter Out in’ Boulder, 
Montana. 


BOULDER, Montana, July 5, 1889.—The long-talked-of twenty- 
round fight between Ben Maxfield, amateur mfidle-weight 
champion of Utah and Montana, and Jack Rowell, who held the 
undisputed title of heavy-weizht champion of Montana until de- 
feated by Dunc McDonald some years ago ina 119-runnd con- 
test, took place recently at the Boulder Hot Springs, two 
miles and a half from this city. The stake was $250 aside and 
gate receipts. ; 

As the fight had been extensively advertised” throughout 
Montana, a large audience greeted the fighters, among whem 
were a contingent of 
sporting men from Helena, 
Butte, Wickes, Jefferson 
and other surrounding 
towns. Excifemen ran 
high, as both men had a 
large following. but the 
betting seemed rather onc- 
sided, odds of from 2 to 1 up 

—X to 5 to 1 being offered on 
MX Maxfield, and ‘takers being 
remarkably few. Still. this 
was hardly a critcrion, as 
Rowell had a reputation as 
astayer of no small calibre, 
Maxfield weighed 163 
pounds and Rowell 172. Both men trained down toa hair and

Jack Stanton had a friendly set-to of ten: rounds. Bod Knight 
and Jack Cain five rounds, and otter local celebrities obliged. 

At9o’clock Ben Maxfield apponred and went to his corner. 
He was attired in pea-green tights, with white stockings and a 
belt of the national colors. Seon afterward Jack Rowell 
stepped into thering, attired in flesh-colored tichts and red 
belt. Maxfield was seconded by Emanuel Lees and Jed Saltor, 
while Jack McQuade and Prof. Morris done the honors for 
Rowell. S. A. Robertson was chosen master of ceremonies; 
referee, Fred Taylor, of Helena; timekeepers, Pat Scollon for 
Maxfield and Clint Sloan for Rowell. 

The contest was a most exciting one, and was pronounced by 
the sporting men present to be one of the finest exhibitions of 
the manly art ever seen in the Territory. Rowell towered above 
his antagonist and d to have a longer reach, but Maxfield 
was built trom the ground up. Up to the third reund honors 
were easy, Rowell scoring first knockdown and first blood, 
while Maxfield had two 
knock downs to his credit. 

After that round Maxfield 
done all the leading, Rowell 
landing but three times. In 
the fifth round Rowell show- 
ed up groggy, and in the 
eleventh round he was 
knocked through the ropes 
onto the floor by a stunning 
blow from Maxfield’s ‘left.

Referee’s Opinion Regarding the Fight 
at Richburg, Miss. 


~ THE OPINIONS OF OTHERS. 


Ithink everyone who witnessed and perused the 
reports of the great fistic encounter between John L. Sullivan, 
of Boston, and Jake Kilrain, of Baltimore, will admit that the 
battle, taking into consideration the amonnt of stakes, the ar- 
rangercents, was the grentest battle of modern times.

The encounter proved that John L. Sullivan is the 
champion pugilist of the world to-day. and it also proves that 
Jake Kilrain is a man of might, equalled by none but the cham- 
pion himself, for he stvod up manfully under great disadvant- 
ages in a broiling hot sun, when the thermometer stood at 110, 
and fought, when completely unfit to fight, through geventy- 
five desperate rounds, lasting 2 hours 16 minutes and 23 seconds, 
and gave Sullivan all he could do to win.

I think with the ‘‘Daily News’’ that the unlooked- 
for defeat of Kilrain by John L. Sullivan may be duly ascribed to 
Sullivan’s wonderful stamina and hitting powers and Kilrain’s 
lack of condition. The News says: “The latter (Kilrain), when 
he fought Jem Smith in France, was an ideal pagilist, nos- 
sessing all the essential qualiiications necessary to reign as 
a champivn, but in his contest with Sullivan he lacked 
one of these qualifications, and the most important one— 
strength. He was suffering from a serious malady and had 
been unable to train. and should have been at the Hot Springs, 
rather thai the 24-foot ring erected at R chburg, Miss. <*

**Prank Stevenson, who was Kilrain’s backer’s 
general manager, was kept in the dark and was not informed 
of Kilrain’s condition; but he was assured by Mitchell that Kil 
rain was in the best possible condition, and on that information 
wrote and telegraphed to his friends to back Kilrain. Prior to 
the contest no one, with the exception of Pony Muore, Mitchell 
and Dr. Dougherty. of Philadelphia, knew anything about Kil- 
rain’s ailment. If Stevenson had been informed of Kiirain’s 
condition arrangements could have been made to stop those 
who have been plunging 7” Kilrain. | — 


gullivan made the best fight of his life, and he won 
it on his merits. He trained to the hour before the fight and at 
the end of the struggle he could have fought longer. There was 
as much difference between. Kilrain’s form and eondition when 
he fought Jem Smith for the championship of the world in 
France, and when he fought John L. at Richburg, as there is 
between day and night. In France Kilrain entered the ring in 
the best possible condition, strong asa lion, and fit to ight a 


lion. 
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**Although he received terrible punishment during 
the 106 rounds of the fight he was almost as strong at the con- 
clusion as when he eommenced. Those who witnessed the con- 
test unhesitatingly pronounced him the greatest pugilist they 
had ever seen. In his battle with Sullivan he did not display 


any vim after the first round. ‘ 


**He threw Sullivan and in the second round had 
the advantage, but it w plain that he was weak on his legs 
and his biows lacked steam. In the third round it was evident 
that he could not win. — 


**He acted like a man who had been overcome with 
the heat. He had the pluck and determination and shdwed 
that the spirit was willing but the flesh was weak. He managed 
to stand his opponent’s immense battering powers by falling or 
evading them until his second threw up the sponge. 


The referee was a Sullivan man from start te 
the finish. He stood in the ring, which was not his piace. He 
cautioned Kilrain that if he did not toe the mark and fight in-’ 
stead of dodging around he would give Sullivan the fight, At” 
this announcement Batt Masterson informed him that he did 
not know what he “was coughing about.” Ag@n, when Kilrain 
clinched Sullivan, he ordered him not to clinch or wrestle or he 
would give Sullivan the fight, and made other such absurd re- 
marks. «» 
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**‘But when Muldoon ordered Sullivan to jump on 
Kilrain, who was scarcely strong enouzh to stand, and Sullivan, 
after throwing his weak but courageous opponent, did vindic- 
tively jump on his prostrate and all but conquered foe with both 
knees—a deliberate, malicious fuul—the referee, in spite of the 
claim, and although the majority around ‘he ring knew it was a 
deliberate foul, refused to even caution Sullivan. S8ullivan’s 
shrewd backers hac secured the referee and carried him in their 
pocket the day before the fight, because they were with him on 


Sunday drinking wine. Ser 


**Prank-- Stevenson was Kilrain’s manager. He 
selected the battle ground and made all the arrangements until 
Mitche!l and Pony Moore arrived. From that time Mitchell in- 
siated on being the manager, and Kilrain stood by Mitchell. 
The latter and Pony Moore knew Kllrain was a fit subject for a 
hospital, but they did not inform Stévenson. Instead of looking 
after Kilrain’s food, they engaged a coach immediately after ar- 
riving in New Orleans, and drove him to the most prominent 
Festaurant and allowed bim to eat everything he wanted. 


**On leaving they notified the proprietor that they 
would be ‘down again for supper.’ It would have been quite an 
easy matter for Any one who had bet heavily on the fight and 
backed Sullivan to have drugged Kilrain’s food. 


**At the Southern Athletic Club the janitor of the 
cltb daw Kilrain take medicine. What the contents of the yel- 
low liquid was no one but Mitchell and Kilrain knew. When 
the rich members of the club heard that Kilrain was taking 
medicine they sent out large sums to hedge on Sullivan to save 
the hundreds they had bet on Elirain, who was their guest. 


“Stévenson did not know anything about this state 
Of. affairs, as Mitchell insisted that Kilrain should not inform 
any'one-of his condition. On she day the pugilists and their 
trainers were to depart for the battle ground Mitchell and: Pony 
Moore did not want Prof. Mike Donovan, Kilrain’s true friend, 
to accompany them. Donovan and Murphy were notified that 
thetrain would stuart at 6 o’clock Sunday afternoon, with the 
pugilists.. The train left at 4 P. M., and Kilrain’s food and 
drinking water, which had been brought from Baltimore, were 
left behind with Donovan and Murphy. ; 


**Bud Renaud, who owns the Merchants’ Club, and 
who was influenced to bet $1,000-0n Kilrain, and who supposed 
Eilirain was in first-class condition, tried to engage a special 
train to carry Kilrain’s drinking water to Richburg, but no en- 
gine conld be obtained. Donovan and Murphy were terribly 
chagrined over their failure to go with Kilrain. Murphy claimed 


that it was Mitchell’s fault. * 


**Kilrain had to go without such food as was neces- 
sary for him tw havé until the following morning, with the ex- 
coptien of some cold tea and the best that could be provided tor 
himtat.Richburg. Such treatment was bad for a pugilist who is 
fighting for a purse, let alone a man who was fighting for a for- 
tune.: I¢was Mitcheli’s place to see before the train started that 
the filteree water was on the train, for he was Kilrain’s trainer, 
and he alone was responsible for Kilrain’s condition. 


At the ring side it was Frank S-evenson’s place 
to agree upan a referee, for he was Kilrain’s backer’s represen- 
tative and responsibie for anything that went wrong, but Kil- 
rain reposed more confidence in Mitchell than he did in Steven- 
son, and when the latter informed Kilrain that he had two 
responsible men for referee, Mitchell said: ‘You have, eh? 
Well, we (meaning Kilrain) will pick the reféree.’ Stevenson 
naturally felt sore, but he aia oat say anything. 


**He decided to allow them to do as they pleased 


for reteree, but Mitchell finally agreed to Fitzpatrick, without 
asking Stevenson if he would suit. After the battle began 
Mitchell did not work as he did when Kilrain fought Smith. 
He did not even take off his coat. When he fanned Kilrain with 


a towel the motion appeared to the onlookers like that of a 
tired-out wind mill. 
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**after the battle was ended Mitchell did not stop 
to assist Kilrain from the ring, but flew like a deer for the rail- 
road, leaving Stevenson, Murphy and Dunovan to take care of 
the tallen pugilist. On the train Mitchell and Pory Moore sat 
alone. They never asked for or even went to see Kilrain, and 
Pony Moore, on being asked about Kilrain, said, with an oath: 
‘He is a cur.’ 
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**At the time the match was made it was a verbal 
contrast between Kilrain’s backer and Kilrain that Mitchell 
should not manage or have anything to do with Kilrain. The 
latter agreed to this, but broke his word. Afverthe match was 
made the comment was made in these columns that “:lrain 
showed bad taste in leaving for England, and that .. wus a 
pugilist’s place who was matched to fight for such a large sum 
to remain in this country and train. 
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“Sullivan is now the champion of champions, and 
it is probable he will remain such during his life. Whether he 
does or not, it must be said he is to-day the greatest pugilist in 
the world.” —— 


The fight was no hippodrome, but was waged from 
the ground up, each man doing his level best, and, in such a 
contest, the highest praise that could be given the victor is to 
eay that he was at‘e to vanquish the man who opposed him. 
The fight was square, honest and manly on beth sides, and 
while it is doubtful if tha future will ever equal it, it is certain 
that it will never excel it. — 
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Frank Stevenson, who solely managed the affair, 
in an interview in regar. to iiiruin’s deleat, says: 
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**fhe reason Kilrain was whipped was that he 
was in no sort of condition. He wasn’t fit to fight for $5, not to 
speak of $10,000. As regards Charley Mitchell, I don't want. to 
say he did not want Jake to win, because, of course, I can’t re al 
his heart, but I am <cartain Kilrain was not attended to by 
Mitchell, while in the ring, in a proper manner. What I blame 
both Kilrain and Mitchell for is that they should not have told 
ue of Jake’s miserable condition. Kilrain told me after the sec- 
ond round that everything seemed inahaze. ‘I hardly know 
that I am in the ring,’ he sald. The poor tellow cried ikea child 
when Mike Donovan threw up the sponge after the seventy- 
fitth round. Kilrain wan-ed to fight as long as he could stand. 
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“In the forty-fifth round Jake really won the fight 
onafoul. At the end of tle forty-fuurth round Sullivan’s sec- 
onds tcid him to jump on Juke, but to do it in such a way as to 
avoid a foul. Sullivan evidently did not recollect these orders 
until the last minute, for after Kilrain was duwn he was stand- 
ing several yards away, when the orders of his seconds seemed 
to flash across his mind all of :.sucden. He cleared the distance 
to where Kilrain lay in a couple» jumps, and deliberately fell 
on the top of his head. Hestruck Kilrain’s skul! hard enough 
to crush it!n. Anethor thing I want t. say is that the referee, 
John Fitspatrick, was an out-and out Sullivan man. But I”) 
tell you one thing, there is $10,000 right here in New York 
ready to back Kilrain in another fight with Juhn L, He can 
beat him ifin condition. Kiirain could hit Sullivan when and 
where he pleased, but}: ‘'ows Ladn’t the force of a ten-year- 
old boy's. , 
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“Phe refusal of Sullivan to ‘slug’ Kilrain in the 
last two rounds, when it was evident that he was weakening 
fast, was equal to Kilrain dropping his hands and stepping back 
when Sullivan was seized with nausea and vomiting during a 
round. This sort of conduct relieves a prize fight of half of its 
brutality, and raises the fighters in public estimation. 
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“The conduct of the larg? crowd in attendance was 
exemplary, the best of order being maintained; the only un- 
pleasant feature being tho conduct of some ‘individuals (to the 
credit of the crowd be it said they were few) who yelled oppro- 
brious epithets at the two men in the ring while they were en- 
E gaged in a struggle that in ancient times would have been called 


-{@ heroic.” 
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If Kilrain had won, he would not only have held 
the “Police Gazette” champion belt until it became his personal 
property, but he would have received the whole of the stakes, 
Besides, he could have made a fortune by his victory.’ 
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I do not think Kilrain can‘blame any one for his 
defeat but his trainer and his own expensive mistake, for évery- 
thing was done for him that was necessary, and it he had looked 
before he leaped and carried out his part of the contract as woll 
as the parties who were interested in his welfare had done he 
would have been still the champion of the world. Experience 
teaches, and it has cost Kilrain a fortune by his carelessness.

The courage, stamina, science, etc., Kilrain dis- 
played in his battle with Jem Smith entitled him toa first-class 
championship certificate, and ifhe had heen trained and had 
entered the ring in the same condition and had been seconded 
in the same way, he would have demonstrated and proved be- 
yond all cavil and dispute that he was the great pegilist he was 
always claimed to be.

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Again referring to the Kilrain-Smith fight, permit 
me to say thatthe fighting done in the Sullivan and Kilram 
battle was not near as terrific or desperate as the fighting done 
om French soil when Smith and Kilrain fought. In that battle 
Kilrain demonstrated that he was the greatest pugilist of the 
day, and that he would have been able to conquer anybody, no 
matter whether he was John L. Sullivan or any other grent 
pugilist possessing championship form. Kilrain in front of 
Smith in 1887 and Kilrain in front of Sullivan in Mississippi in 
1889 were not the same persons, physieally speaking. Kilrain 
when he faced Smith was fresh, strong, active and muscular, 
and trained fit to fight for his life; but when he faced Sullivan 
he did not possess the same vim, nerve, or in any way show the 
tremendous hitting powers, or even the stamina, he displayed 
when he fought Smith for the championship of the world. He 
weighed less, his measurements were not the same, while he ap- 
peared languid and tired before he commenced, and his eyes 
did not have that bright look, and, generally, he looked to be a 
more fit subject tor a feather bed or a hair mattress than to 


stand in the hot sun and fight for the championship of the 
world. — 
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Kilrain’s blows lacked steam, and his immense 
strength appeared to desert him after his firet rally with sSulli- 
van when he threw him heavily on his back bya eross-buttock 
in the opening round. Many who lost money on Kilrain claim 
that he was tampered with, while others claim that his defeat 
was owing to not being carefully trained and prepured for the 
encounter, but be these rumors true or false, Kilrain has no one 
but himself to blame for allowing the championship to siip 
from his grasp.
